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WATER AGREEMENT EXTENDED | 


TEWKSBURY EXTENDS WATER 
AGREEMENT Zon FAL ROE)OOW 


An informal agreement Tuesday 
evening om the part of the 
Water Commissioners and Select 
men of Tewksbury on one side 
and Selectmen, Water Commis- 
sioners and Town Manager of 
Wilmington on the other, will 
extend the present agreement 
between the two towns until 
July first. 

Tewksbury, on Jan 8, 1952 a- 
greed to supply water to the 
Fairmeadow Road - Nichols St. 
section cf West Wilmingtm for 
a period of five years. That 
agreement expired yesterday, 
and by vote of Tewksbury’s 
Town Meeting last summer was 
10t to be renewed. 

Subject to written cmfirma- 
tion Tewksbury’s Selectmen 
agreed to extend the agreement 
under their emergency powers 
until July 1, in prder to al- 
low the Town of Wilmington 
time to vote in Town Meeting 
to lay a water main on Nichols 
Street from the present termi- 
nus at Hopkins Street-Shaw- 
sheeu Avenue to Fairmeadow 
Road, and then to lay the wa- 
ter mains necessary. 

The vote will come before the 
Town in the annual meeting in 
March, 

About 2100 feet of watermains 
will have to be laid, at a 
cost of appro ctimately $5 a 
foot. 

Eban prescott, Tewksbury Wa- 
ter Commissioner told the Wil-

SCHOOLS AND SCHODL SITES 


One of the recanmendati ms of the Wilmingtm 
Plenning Board in their recently released re- 
port is that the Town of Wilmington plan for a 
number of eight room schools, rather than the 
sixteen roan size we have been thinking of late 
ly. 

" There is merit to the idea. There may also 

be disadvantages but at the moment we cannot 
think of them. We say this because, for in- 
stance, there can be such a thing as increased 
janitorial costs, itself a small matter. 

The merit as we see it lies in two direc- 
tions. 

1. By building an eight rom school and plan 
ning it so that it may be enlarged, if necess- 
ary, to sixteen rooms the town will have an in- 
surance that ho area will too quickly outgrow 
its nearby school facilities. 

2. School transportation costs, now mounting 
each year ( at present about $40,000), may be 
cut instead, if schools are so located as to be 
accessible and handy to centers of population. 

One such center lies near the Barrows Well 
Field, in North Wilmington. 

This area will be greatly affected by the 
new Route 28, now being cmstructed, To a de- 
gree it will be isolated from other portions of 
the town. School bus routes to other parts of 
the t wn will neceesarily be longer and more 
expensive. 

South of the Barrows Well Field is Park St. 
with the Gowing Road area already well p qul- 
ated. 

North of the Barrows Well Field is Hathaway 
Acres and just north again is the new Esquire 
Estates.

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the writer declares it would be embarrassing 
if our student fran‘Jordan had asked why there 
are no negroes in the schools of Wilmington. 
Had he asked it, it waild have been a loaded 
questim; there are negro children in our 
schools, but we are unable to determine how 
many. A call to the office of the Superintend- 
ent of Schools revealed that no statistics are 
kept on the number of colored children in the 
schools. Why should there be? The very fact 
that there are ngne reveals no prejudice or 
concern on the part of the school officials as 
to the race of an individual. 
On the other hand, the question is not quite 
so simple. There are few negro children in our 
Bschoas because there are very few negro fam— 
ilies in the town, and there have always been 
very few negro families in Wilmington. Why? 
The answer is complicated, and many factors 
such as work opportunities through the years, 
enter into it. But undoubtedly there is more 
to it than that? property owners are afraid of 
property devaluation. There is a hidden, but 
real, force preventing the migration of ne- 
groes into the so-called nicer residential 
districts. We of the north cannot wash our 
hands and say we are free of guilt; we, too, 
must share the blame for the name that our 
country has acquired in race-relations. 
But we cannot admit that the comparisgn that 
is made by certain graips of the Little Rock 
Incident with the Hungarian revolutim is a 
fair one. One of the major distinctions be- 
tween a democracy and a dictatorship is that 
in a democracy the rights of a minori ty - even 
an unpopular minority - is upheld. The Supreme 
Cairt of the United States has declared that 
all children are entitled to schooling in nm@m- 
segregated school houses. This is the Court's 
interpretation of the Constitutim@m of the 
United States. Are the people of Little Rock, 
in their desire to maintain their traditions, 
to ignore the decision of the Supreme Court of 
the land? Then neither the rights of a minority 
nor the desire of the majority of the p-ople of 
the whole country will be protected. If the 
court's decision is to be defied, where, then, 
is law and order? 
Not all traditions are hall ced-however old 
they are in time. There used to be a tradition 
in Massachusetts of chasing out non-conf ormists 
That's how Roger Williams established provi- 
dence and helped to give rise to a newer and 
better tradition - that of religious freed an. 
We hqe that certain traditions of ar coun-

SELECTMEN’S NOTES 


Bill boards 

The town of Wilmingtm has no 
legal jurisdiction over the 
bill boards erected along Main 
Street, it was learned at the 
Board of Selectmen’s meeting 
am Monday night. The state 
Outdoor Advertising Authority 
has supreme jurisdiction over 
the erection of bill boards 
along state roads and in what 
they consider business sect- 
ions al mg those roads, ac- 
cording to a letter to the 
Board from the Town Counsel. 
Local zoning laws have no 
effect on such decisions. 

The town does have the right 
to protest such signs at an 
annual review held by the Mass 
Outdoor Advertising Authority, 
however. 

Technically speaking, the e- 
rectors of the signs should 
have cpme to the local build- 
ing inspector for a permit, 
but the permit apparently 
could not have been refused 
on the basis of our zoning 
laws.

THE MASTER PLAN 
The Town of Wilmington now has a Master Plan 
an item of much or no import®nce, depending on 

the viewpoint of the individual. 

A Master Plan, in today’s thinking, is almost 
a necessity in a growing c munity. By means of 
it the various town boards and particularly the 
Planning Board can cmtrol many factas in the 
growth of the community. New subdivisions, for 
instance, can be made to conform to the master 
Plan - streets to run in a certain predetermined 
direction etc. This in itself is of value. It 
will and can prevent the crazy quilt patter of 
streets that today marks Wilmington and many o- 
ther suburban communities. 

But more important, in these days of Federal 
Assistance for local projects, is the fact that 
a Master Plan is one of the requisites that 
the Federal Government alwys asks fa. A com- 
munity that is planning Redevelopment, Old-Age- 
Housing, and many other such items must be able 
to prove to the Federal Government that it knows 
where it is going. That is where the Master Plan 
comes in. 

Our Master Plan, now accepted by the Wilming- 
ton Planning Board, cost the Town of Wilmington 
$4200, half of which was supplied by the tow 
and half of which was supplied by the Federal 
Government. 

Not everyone will approve of the Master Plan; 
indeed it will be surprising to find more than a 
few persons who agree with it in toto. Practical 
ly every persm can find some part of it with 
which he will disagree - and that part will most 
frequently be in his own neighb rhood. 

On the other hand,. there are many things in 
the Master Plan that will meet the approval of 
the great majority of the people in Wilmington - 
barring of course the features planned for their 
own neighb choods. 

And again, there undoubtedly will be items 
that will meet almost universal condemnation. No
